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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-2, 5-6, 8, 11-14 are amended in the amendment filed on 
04/08/2008. Claims 1-14 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claims 1, 6 and 11-14, the amendment filed on 04/08/2008 has 
overcome the 1 12 rejection and the examiner agrees to the applicant argument 
filed on 1 1/13/2007 that "Masui does not disclose that an image word is a part of 
music data to be selected. Thus Masui does not disclose configuration only a 
part of the music data as recited...." on pages 14-15 which also indicated in the 
last Office Action dated on 02/07/2008. Claims 2-5, 7-10 depended on Claims 1 
and 6 are allowed under the same reason as to claim 1 and 6.
